"not oply stood for clean, Tair play, 
J>ut also for the physical fitness of 
every man plpying the game. He 
had five characteristics," concluded 
Dr. Stokes, "they were: his fine, 
clean living, hip physical well-being, 
his high ideal of sportsmanship, his 
clean, independent thinking and his 
belief in public service. Through his 
whole life he exemplified each one-."

Colonials Gain 412 Yards During

U. S. Murine Guard Parades Odors 

and Bugle Sounds Taps Before 
Content, Opens. 

The George Washington University 
football eleven defeated the Uteinus 
College team by a score of 6 to 3 In a 
hard fought game at the Clark Griffith 
Stadium last Saturday. The contest 
was designated as the Walter Camp 
Memorial game and a portion of the 
receipts from the crowd of nearly four 
thousand people went aa George Wash- 
ington Univerelty’e portion of the na- 
lon-wlde drive to raise funda to build 
a memorial gateway to the man who 
did so much for college football, to be 
constructed at the football plant of 
hla own alma mater, the Yale Bowl. 

Juet before the game started and 
with the two teams lined up ready 
for the referee's whistle, a U. S. Ma-» 
rfne color guard marched to the center 
of the gridiron and a Marine bugler 
sounded taps. Every person present, 
Including the members of both teams, 
stood at attention with uncovered 
heads during the ceremony. 

The game was featured by a brilliant 
forward passing attack and marred by 
frequent fumbles on the part of Coach 
Crum h Colonials. For the invaders, 
the punting of quarterback Moyer 
stood out, tho sturdy left foot of that 
individual being responsible for some 
sensational kicking that got the Ursl- 
nus team out of difficult positions on 
more than one occasion. His kicking 
was not only consistent, but his punts 
seemed to take u most peculiar spin 
and slant, making them extremely 
hard to judge and handle. 

Great. Passing Game. 

Seldom has such a passing gamo as 
the Crummen put on for the benefit 
of the crowd Saturday been seen in 
this vicinity.' With Captain Sapp at 
the forwarding end of most of the 
heaves, the Hatchetltes had the visi- 
tors fairly bewildered under the aerial 
shower they encountered. 

Twenty-three passes were thrown 
by the Colonial backs during the fra- 
cas and 14 of them were completed 
for a total gain of 232 yards. In the 
first half the Crumltes tossed 11 
passes, 7 of which were completed, 3 
ailed to find a receiver, and one was 
Intercepted, for a total gain of 106 
ards. Twelve aerial nips were toesed 
n the second portion of the game 7 
elng completed, 4 failing, and one bo- 
ng Intercepted. The total gain In this 
half by the' aerial route waa 127 yards.

The clear notes of Taps rang 
throughout the stadium as a tribute to 
the memory of Walter Camp. 

The sale of programs and flowers 
was carried on by sorority girls and 
members of the Women's Q. W. Club. 
This is the first time that a program 
for a football game has been printed 
by the University. 

The Girls' O. W. Club got up the 
programs, and they were voted a great 
sucoeas by the fans. Over *10© was 
realised from the sale of the chrys- 
anthemums and programs. The flow- 
ers added a novel touch of color to 
the crowd.

Prof. Hill sets forth his impressions 
of the League as follows: 

"From a brief observation of the 
council at work, of the assembly in 
session, and from listening to nearly 
all the chiefs of section of the secre- 
tariate, I found no evidence of the 
League of Nations possessing the at- 
tributes of a super state. The League
